There are lots of clubs available for stu- 
dents to take. Some of the clubs available 
are Yearbook Staff, Quill and Scroll, Com- 
puter Club, and the Literary Magazine 
Staff. The Yearbook Staff saw the pro- 
duction of this yearbook. They had set 
deadlines, and each member got to pick 
which layout he/she wanted to do.
